ARE WE READY 


FOR EMAIL?! 


sme? - KE4GI 

e we ready for network email? 
There are thousands of LANS and inter- 
connected networks all over the world, 
and soon there will be gateways between 
those nets and the increasing number of 
AMPRnets (AMateur Packet Radio nets). 
This means that we will be reading each 
other’s mail. Our messages are 
sprinkled with the slang and abbreviations 
that have come mainly from the years in 
which CW was the primary -- if not the 
only -- mode of operation. 

The use of these ebbreviations is as 
justifiable today as ever, because most 
hams can send CW faster than they can 
type! This habit gives our messages a 
look that is unique and reflects a long 
history of which we can be proud. In the 
same way that our mail has a repertoire of 
characteristics that make it unnique or 
special, so does email. Some of these 
oddities are practical, some are fun, and 
others have just evolved with the medium. 
For the uninitiated, I will describe a few 
of them. 

When writing, it’s easy to add em- 
phasis to a word by underlining it. In 
books they use italics. Most "dumb" ter- 
minals don’t accommodate either. In 
email you will see words that are brack 
eted by asterisks. It *does* make the 
word stand out, and you can **really** 
emphasize a word by doubling them up. 
It’s a nice alternative to using capital let- 
ters, which always makes me feel 

like the other person is SHOUTING! 
In ham radio, we indicate a laugh or a joke 
with "hi hi", and we have various ways of 
ex pressing displeasure, such as "UGH" or 
"YUK". In email, there is a repertoire of 
*sideways faces’ that are used to indicate 
the color of the remark, the most common 
being :-) to indicate that the previous 


remark was intended to be 
humorous. There are.many others. 
You can indicate displeasure :-( or 
deliver a sly wink ;-) or you can 
personalize your ASCII icon with 
glasses 8-) or even a crew cut and 
bow tie [8-)K for a true fifties nerd 
look. The possibilities are endless. 

Now for a practical issue. It’s 
maddening to get a response to a 
piece of mail that you sent days ago 
-- having sent numerous messages in 
the meantime -- and the response is 
something like: "Yes". You may have no 
idea what the question was. This is easily 
avoided by quoting the passage of the 
sender’s mail that you are answering, or 
otherwise addressing. The email conven- 
tion 

is to extract the quote, and place char- 
acters in the first column of each line. 
Many people also identify the message 
and the sender by extracting parts of the 
header information to produce a sentence 
like: 

In article @don@kalmf don@kalmf 
(Don Hughes) writes: (quoted text) 
While this seems like a lot of work, it’s 
easily composed with an external editor, 
using the "Message:" and "From:" lines of 
the sender’s mail. While in BM, use the 


~m command to include the message, and 
then use the ~e command to go to your ! 
favorite editor. Be sure to specify the 
editor you want to use in the BM.RC file. 


BM makes it easy to include a "signa- 
ture block" in your mail. This is a collec- 
tion of useful and useless information that 
you keep in a short file in the directory 
from which you run BM. You include it 
at the end of your message with the ~r 
command. Even though some people 
think they are a waste of band space, signa 
ture blocks are helpful because they con- 
tain the human oriented information that 
is missing from the email header. You'll 
find things like the persons location and 
maybe a small map to show gateways and 
various net addresses they may have. In 
our case it is helpful to have the net fre- 
quency. Often they include humor ous 
quotes, sayings, ASCII graphics, or dis- 
claimers. 

Unfortunately, some people like to use 
email to let off steam. This could actually 
be a problem, because wire nets don’t 
seem to have the legal restrictions on lan- 
guage that we do, and some pretty strong

In any 
case, when someone is going to lapse into 
a heavily opinionated passage they will 
sometimes set the "flame option’, and 
you’ ll see:

’ The text you see under the headers tells you the number of the session you are in 
and with whom. So, in the example above, under the “#" you see *1, the * means you 
are in session 1. The "Rcv-Q" tells you how many bytes are in your receive queue. 

- The "Established" shows that you are indeed established with the other station. " 
Remote socket" tells you either the call sign and IPADDR of the station that you are 
tel neting.

Message string found in Hamnet 
Forum on Compuserve. Author unknown. 


Archie is a project currently being run 
by the School Of Computer Science, at 
McGill University which allows you to 
locate the software stored at the 
anonymous ftp archive sites on the Inter 
net. Currently the listings of about 600 
Sites are stored in the archie database. 

What follows is the heip file on using 
the mail server version of ARCHIE. 

The ARCHIE Mail Server

The server recognizes six commands. 
If a message not containing any valid re- 
quests or an empty message is received, it 
will be considered to be a ’help’ request.
